much as equalization of assessment 
in the province at the present time 
“'s hopelessly inadequated” the crea- 
ton of a commission ought to result 
in a system whereby all parts of the 
province would bear a fair share of 
the taxation, according to the minis- 
ter.

IS DISCUSSED 


International Labor Conference 
Debate Matter During After- 
noon—No Decision 


MAJORITY REPORT 


Would Admit Finland—Minority 
Holds Must First Adhere to 
Peace Treaty 


WASHINGTON, Noy. 12.—While 
the international labor conference de- 
bated the admission of Finland 
throughout this afternoon 
reaching a decision, the special com- 
mittee on the 8-hour day was closely 
engaged in drafting a new internation- 
al convention. The committee has now 
been at work for two days, it has 
under consideration, not only the draft 
convention submitted by the organiz- 
ing committee, but alternative pro- 


and employed. The committee meets 
in strict privacy but its deliberations 
are understood to have been confined 
to the first clause, the clause dealing 
with application. In the original 
draft, the 48-hour week proposed by 
the organizing committe@ in- prefer- 
ence to a maximum 8-hour day, was 
made applicable to industrial estab- 
lishments only, and to transport of 
“Dassengers or goods, by Toad or 
rail."". The workers group wished to 
go further. They phi Soy that the 
convention be made applicable not 
merely to industrial establishments, 
but also to commercial undertakings 
or branches therecf; not only io trans- 
port by road or rail, but to “transport 
of passengers or goods by sea, by rail, 
by canal or by road.” 

‘ Proposed -Fixjensions, . 
Around these proposed extensione of 
the original draft, discussion in com- 
mittee has centered. In regard to ap- 
Plication to commercial undertakings, 
the majority of the committee, it is 
stated, is opposed to the workers’ pro- 
posals and there appears little likell- 
hood that the committee will recom- 
mend appication to anything beyond 
industrial establishments, ; 

In regard to seamen, the commit- 
tee’s report is likely in effect to leave 
the question over. 

Judging from 


present indications, 
the committee's final recommenda- 
tions will be mainly along the lines 
of the organizing committee, although 
the original proposals will be modified 
in some respects, There is, however, 
some suggestions of a minority report. 
If such a minority report is made, 
discussion in plenary sessions will be 
prolonged. 

Today's proceedings of the confer- 
ence turned on renorts presented by 
he committee on the applications for 
admission to the international labor 
organization. The majority report of 
the committee recommended admis- 
sion of Finland to the organization, the 
minority report presented by Hon. N. 
W. Rowell held that the conference 
did not possess the power to admit 
Finland without at first adhering to 
the treaty of peace, and thereby be- 
coming bound by its provisions or be- 
coming a member of the league of 
nations. Both reports were agreed, 
however, that delegates from Finland 
should be permitted to take part in 
the conference deliberations,

SHORTAGE IS 
DISCUSSED 


Convention of American News- 
paper Publishers Recommend 
Size for Papers 


NEW YORK, Nov., 12.——Material in- 
creases in advertising and subscrip- 
tion rates, Mmitation of the size of 
| newspapers and provisions in adver- 
tising contracts whereby rates can 
be adjusted monthly or quarterly were 
among the recommendations made to- 
day by a special convention of the 
| American Newspaper Publishers’ as- 
sociation, called to consider the news- 
| print shortage. 4 
| The report of the resolutions com- 
mittee, adopted unanimously the fol- 
lowing: 

“Paper manufacturers told us that 
there is a world-wide shortage of 
paper. At the present rate of con- 
sumption the newspapers are using 
about 10 per cent. more paper than is 
belng produced. This means an an- 
nual shortage on the present basis 
of approximately 200,000 tona Your 
committee therefore recommends: 

“That the regulations of the war 
industries board for the conservation 
of newsprint be strictly adhered to, 
and that the full text of all these re- 
gulations be sent to al! the daily and) 
Sunday newspapers of the United | 
States, whether or not they are mem-| 
bers of the A.N.P.A. 

“That pubishers everywhere be urg- 
ed to materially inerease advertising 
and subscription rates, and at the 
game time limit the size of their is- 
sues. 

“That no one newspaper enter into 
a yearly contract for advertising at 
a fixed rate, but make rates adjustable 
monthly or quarterly.

ONCE FAMOUS 
BALL PLAYER 
CAME TO TOP 


The Old Roman Started at tho} 


Bottom and Climbed to 
the Top 


Charles Albert Comiskey, known 
as the “old Roman,” president of 
the American League's pennant- 
winn'r- White Sox, {ts indeed the 
“grand old man of basebal!,” Ever 
since he upset the father’s hope 
some forty years ago, by taking up 


baseball instead of becoming a 
plumber, he has been conmacted 
with baseball in various capacities, 


having traveled around the world 
with the Chicago and New York 
teams in 1918-14 and being  Instru- 
mental in the progress of the game 
from the early days of the sport. 


Although he celebrated his sixtieth, 
birthday In August, Comiskey is st ll 
as active as he ever wes except that 
he does not play. 

It did not require much plumbing 
to convince the Sox president that 
ths was another feld, so disregard 
ing the appren leeship under which 
his father placed him he jolned the 
Milwaukee baseball club as a third 
baseman in 1876, He was seventeen 
years old and his salary was $60 a 
month. Before this time, however, 
Comiskey played gand-lot ball with 
h's pals and became quite proficient 
in the art of handling a baseball. 

Com'skey is accustomed to seeeing 
his team with pennants. In fact, he 
started the pennant-winning busi- 
ness back in 1885, when as captain 


and manager of the S8t, Louls 
Browns, his team won the Ameri- 
can Assoc ation pennant in 1885-86- 


87-88 The Browns participated in 
the world ser'es of those years, win- 
ning one series, losing two and tying 


In 1892 he became captain and 
manager of the Cincinnati Reds and 


while acting in that capacity met 
Brown B. Johnson, then engaged in 
newspaper work in that city. Cornis- 


key and Johnson saw the financial 
poss’ bilities of another major league 
an dwere the chief factors in the 
expansion of the old Western League 
into the Amercan League, 
Following three years as first base- 
man and manager of the St. Paul 
club In the Western Association, 
Comiskey became manager of the

The three judges that were appoint- 
ed to hear the appeal from Mr. Prin- 
gle, fixed the price of newsprint for 
the five months from July 1, 1918, to 
Dec. 1, 1918, at $66 a ton, which was 
a reduction of $3 a ton from the 
price that had been fixed at first. The 
price the newspapers have been paying 
since that time has been the old one 
of $69 a ton. There was a possibility

Indeed the Financial Post is informed 
that the price of $80 per ton has been 
set as the maximum in the suggested 
reference to Mr. Pringle. If only 
one half of the advance covered by 
this is decided on, making about $76 
a ton, this will make a difference of 
albout $6 a ton, orin the neighborhood 
of $4,600,000 more for the mills for 
the year. If the $80 is reached the 
difference would run well over $3,- 
000,000.
